Public Education 


The South did not really bring 
public education into being until 
about 1912. The fight to establish 
it had the fervor of a religious 
crusade, There were many who 
opposed it, saying: “‘We don't 
need public education.” 


They say that because there 
was not in the South, save in a 
few urban pockets, no tradition 
of education. It was, in the feudal, 
slave-holding South, something for 
the gentry and the well-to-do. The 
soldiers from the rural South were 
largely illiterate. They were not 
unintelligent. They were not edu- 
cated. There has never been, until 
now, a heritage of public educa- 
tion in the Deep South. So great 
was the lack of support for it 
that the 20th century was well 
along before the states established 
it. Even then, the rural areas 
had, for years, shorter terms, in- 
adequate teaching and facilities. 


This is still true today. The se- 
lective service records of both 
the great wars reflected the his- 
tory of the great Civil War—the 
Southern states produced, white 
and colored, the greatest percent- 
age of uneducated young men. 


There are persons in Southern 
leadership today who are willing 
to condemn millions of children to 
be the statistics of the future—re- 
peating those of 1861-65—that most 
of the nation’s uneducated young 
men and women are in the South.

(UPI)—A ruthless person, be- 
ilieved to be a Charles Starkweather-type psychopath, 
Killed a well-to-do Kansas wheat grower, his wife and

The killer fired shotgun blasts 
at point-blank range into the 
heads of the four victims after 
he had bound their ankles and 
wrists and gagged them. He cut 
the telephone lines into the house, 
and then escaped.

AUGUSTA — President Eisen- 
hower will meet with his top de- 
fense and budgetary advisers here 
Monday in what is believed to be 
an effort to hold the nation’s 1961 
military budget to $41 billion. 


This would be slightly less than 
the nation’s military spending for 
the current 1960 fiscal year, de- 
spite the increased cost of new 
weapons and defense hardware. 


Secretary of Defense McElroy, 
Gen. Nathan F. Twining, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
and Maurice H. Stans, director of 
the budget, will head a group of 
10 advisers flying here from 
Washington for an early morning 
meeting with the President.

New Snowstorm Is Pounding 


Blizzard-Rocked Northwest 


A fresh onslaught of wind- 
whipped snow accompanied by bit- 
ter cold pounded blizzard-rocked 
Montana Sunday while a new 
storm developed over the Northern 
plains. 


As much as 16 inches of snow 
piled up in Montana on top of last 
week’s near record falls, snarling 
air and ground travel and bring- 
ing new troubles to already iso- 
lated ranchers and their stock. 


The Weather Bureau predicted 
temperatures would dive as low as 
35 below zero in northern Montana 
during the night and Helena 
braced for a forecast fo 25 below. 


Some midday readings. in the 
state climbed no higher than 10 to 
15 below zero. Winds with gusts

The entire northern Rockies and 
the Far West were gripped in the 
subzero cold and most of the rest 
of the country shivered too. 


While Montana wrestled with its 
second bitter cold seige in a week, 
a new storm caused what the 
Weather Bureau, termed critical 


conditions in the northern high 
plains. Blizzard warnings were 


issued for North and South Dakota 
and most of Nebraska. 


Winds of 50 miles an. hour al- 
ready were driving snows ahead 


in the Dakotas and Wyoming. 


Cold wave warnings were in ef- 
fect for Wyoming, Kansas and 
Nebraska. Snow at Sheridan in 
northern Wyoming reached eight 
inches and the mercury there 
dropped to 6 above by midafter- 
noon. 


But the worst weather . still 
centered on Montana. 


At Summit near -Glacier Na- 
tional Park 16.inches of snow fell.

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What Comes Next 
In Steel Dispute? 


President Eisenhower has reactivated 
the board of inquiry in the steel strike. 
Just what its functions will be is not too 
clear since there are no provisions for 
it under the Taft-Hartley Act but as a 
personal arm of the President it could be 
more effective in informing the public 
than the Federal Mediation Service. 

The board and. its chairman, George 
W. Taylor, in fact did more to inform 
the public about the issues in dispute 
than. any other agency has done. It 
worked hard to break the stalemate and 
to get the union and management to- 
gether. In a period of a few days it man- 
aged to clear up some of the confusion 
brought about by conflicting union-man- 
agement views. 

Meanwhile, with the injunction in ef- 
fect, there are no signs that union-man- 
agement positions are any less rigid. Time 
will be running out much more rapidly 
than we know with the prospect of re- 
sumption of the strike early in 1960. 

After the 80-day injunction expires, 
the government will have one last card. 
The President is required to make a full 
report to Congress with recommendations 
for action. This, of course, could include 
compulsion to end the strike—a course 
which nobody wants but which: will be 
an absolute necessity if no settlement is 
reached. 

One fact has been established rather 
well. This tremendous concentration of 
economic power which enables industry- 
wide bargaining and industry-wide strik- 
ing to paralyze the nation’s economy is 
not in the public’s interest.

Gas Rates Will Rise 
And Public Will Pay 


Southern Natural Gas Co., of Birming- 
ham, supplier to Atlanta Gas Light Co. 
and other companies serving Georgia 
communities, has notified the Georgia 
Public Service Commission it intends to 
seek another rate increase in the near 
future. 

Coming on top of the recent huge in- 
crease, which soaked Atlanta customers 
alone more than five million dollars a 
year, another seven-million-dollar hike 
immediately should be resisted with all 
the means we can command. 

But it is difficult to see what re- 
course the public will have. Like most of 
the other federal regulatory agencies, the 
Federal Power Commission is feeble, in- 
ept and spineless. It appears incapable of 
action in the public interest, merely 
serving as an affirming agency for what- 
ever action the powerful oil and gas in- 
terests decide to take. Since the oil and 
gas lobby has shown its power in Con- 
gress, too, which way is there to turn? 

Southern Natural says that costs of 
gas it buys from the field have gone up 
about 25 per cent. Has the FPC made any 
effort to find out why? 

Natural gas is one of our great natural 
resources. As a source of cheap power 
it is all-important to the economy. Yet it 
¢ exploited to the hilt by private 
ts with arbitrary and inflationary 
increases that are becoming a back-break- 
ing load on the nation’s economy. 

But again we ask, which way is the 
public to turn? Except to turn to other 
fuels, there’s little hope for relief especial- 
ly from government when there are cam- 
paign coffers to be filled.

Stress Trade and Aid 


Soviet planners predict a 25 per cent 
gain in foreign trade during 1960, point- 
ing up once again the growing challenge 
to the West in economic competition— 
which Khrushchev boasts will be the ve- 
hicle with which communism will win the 
world. 

The prediction makes more than ordi- 
narily significant a report just released 
by the National Planning Assn. Follow- 
ing a detailed study of the U.S. and 
Canadian economies, the association re- 
veals that the Soviet Union is spending, 
about as much on things 
that advance a nation’s power as we are. 


If present trends continue, the report 
says, the Soviet Union soon will be spend- 
ing more than we are for industrial in- 
vestment, research and development, 
defense and foreign aid. Ultimate aim of 
all this is to make the Soviets a major 
factor in world trade, able to compete in 
markets everywhere 

It is no comfort that the state-directed 
economy of Russia can be used to under- 
mine markets for specific goods to the 
detriment of a free-market economy. 
This makes it all the more important 
that we become aware of the challenges 
and prepare to meet them. As for our 
own industrial development, we cannot 
afford to stand still. 

The warning Friday by CIA Director 
Allen Dulles is just one more bit of evi- 
dence that the Soviet Union’s economic 
threat is not. imaginary.

Growers of Cranberries 
Hit Hard by Hysteria 


As the cranberry crisis begins to jell, 
it becomes evident there is cause for 
caution but not hysteria. 


Cranberry growers and marketers 
themselves are to be commended for their 
cooperation with federal authorities in 
moving to clear the nation’s shelves of 
the last trace of contamination. 

At the same time, one sympathizes 
with them as they see red. 

Hail, hurricane or blight wiping out 
the Georgia tobacco crop for one year 
would be disaster. 

That is exactly what faces the cran- 
berry trade. 

The loss could be as much as $50,000,- 
000. 

No wonder the New Jersey Farm Bu- 
reau has declared it will seek federal fi- 
nancial aid to cover possible losses. 

Qualified chemists have stated the risk 
in the weedicide-treated berries is indeed 
slight. But as long as it is there, the con- 
sumer must beware. 

The government and the industry to- 
gether hope to remove the risk and re- 
store confidence in cranberries before 
Thanksgiving. 

We hope they achieve that objective, 
not only because we sympathize with 
cranberry growers, but because, too, we 
are fond of their product.

Presidential Tour 
Has Its Dark Side 


WASHINGTON—A sour note must be raised 
amid the chorus of happy hurrahs surrounding 
President Eisenhower's ‘‘goodwill” trip to 11 na- 


tions scattered about the globe. No doubt the general response here has 
been “golly, that’s swell!’’ Most of the outer world seems to approve, 
too. But most of the outer world is not really familiar with the insti- 
tution of the American presidency and the curious limitations that 


go with its vast powers. 

Though every American wants 
it to go off beautifully, the public 
is entitled to know the serious 
objections to this kind of breath- 
less, jet-airliner diplomacy: 

1. The President is breaking 
with the spirit and practice of 
a century and three-quarters. 
This practice has been that the 
presidency, the heart and mind 
of the whole American govern- 
ment, is not wisely “‘put on the 
road.”” It has been felt that such 
perambulations would lessen the 
dignity of the office and thus de- 
crease its unique influence. 


All previous presidents who 
have gone abroad have gone for 
specific, clearly definable rea- 
sons. Usually they have gone only 
in wartime for allied talks or in 
early postwar periods for urgent 
allied peace conferences. 


2. Once a president visits one 
country he will be under unbear- 
able pressure to visit more and 
more countries. ‘Already two 
stops have had to be added in 
a single day’s time to Eisenhow- 
er's schedule — Spain and Tu- 
nisia). It is quite as easy to pro- 
mote ill will as good will when 
one country is honored and an- 
other country is snubbed.

He lost a brother in the war, Capt. David Ryan, later 
memorialized in verse. When the war ended, old-timers used to 
sav, there was a song that heart-broken Southerners sang to the 
measure of some old Gregorian hymn. Its ‘“‘wail of woe swept 
over the South as the triumphant shout of the Marseillaise had 
swept over France,’’ Hannis Taylor wrote. 


That song was ‘The Conquered Banner.” The little priest who 
wrote it published a paper called “Banner of the South’’ in Augusta 
for some years and then in 1870 he began teaching and preaching 
in Mobile. He was regarded as the special friend of the poor, nurs- 
ing scores of people through the dread yellow fever. Once when a 
beautiful courtesan was dying of smallpox everybody else de- 
serted her but the valiant little priest marched into her house

and nursed her until she died 


Then he preached a sermon about her that shamed the popu- 
lation for years to come. As Hannis Taylor wrote, ‘‘The story of 
Magdalene had not been lost upon him.”
